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ffimalayas. — (To be inaerted in England). 

SincbtllSi. — Hill range in the Jolpaiguii Diatriot, Eastern 
Bengal .and Dasani, lying between 2(^'4X' and 26° 49' N., and 
89° 29' and 80° 4a' E., and forming the bounda^ between 
British tenitoiy and Bhutan. The average elevation of the 
range is from 4,000 to a little over 6,000 feet, the highest peak, 
Benigango in 26° 47' N. and 89'' 84' E., being 6,222 feet ^ove 
sea-level. The hills run generally in long even ridges, thickly 
wooded from base to summit; bat occasionally the sumnuts 
bristle with bore orags from 200 to 800 feet in height. Erom 
CuoTA SiNCHULA (5,695 foot hi^) a magnificent view is obtained 
over the whole of the Bara Duaia. In the distance ore seen 
large green patches of cultivation in the midst of wide tracts of 
brown grass and reed jungle, the cultivated spots being dotted 
with homesteads; in the foreground, near the hills, are-£)nse adl 
{Shorea robtisfa) and other forests, the whole being intersected 
by numerous rivers and streams. The Sinohul& range can nearly 
everywhere be ascended by men and by beasts of burden, but 
not by wheeled vehicles. 

Chalan Bil. — ^Marshy lake situated on the borders of the 
B&jsbfihi and Pftbna Distriots of Eastern Bengal and Assam 
between 24° 10' and 24° 80' N., and 89° 10' and 89° 20'B. 
The length from north-west to south-east is 21 mile.s; tire 
greatest breadth 10 mUes jandthe total area about 150 square 
miles in the rains, shrinking to 20 square miles during the dry 
season, when the average depth is 3 leet. A tortuous navigable 
cliaimol runs through it with a depth of from 6 to 12 feet all 
the year round. The principal feeder of the lake istheAtrai, 
whose waters eventually find their way into the Brahmaputra 
through an outlet at the south-east comer. Land to Ibo south 
and east which once formed port of the marsh is now dry, but 
its wafers are onoroaohing towards the north-west, and to prevent 
this. Commissioners hare been appointed to carry out a soheme 
for the removal of obstruetions to the drainage. The lake 
abounds in fish and waterfowl, and the value of the annual esport 
of fish is estimatod at Bs 6o,UU0. 

HSrtia. — ^Island in the Noakhali District, Eastern Bengal and 
Assam, situated in the estuary of the Meghna river and lying 
between 22° 26' and 22° 42' N., and 90° 53' and 91° 9' E., with 
on area of 189 square miles. It contains 49 villages, and in 1901 
hod a population of 55,390 ; the average density of toe populalioii 
is 299 persons per square mile. Mtmammadans number 44,000 
and Hindus 11,000. The island lies low and is only partially pro- 
' tcctcd by embankments from the inoiuuions of the sea. It is thus 
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exposed to Btorm-wavea, and the great oydono of 1876 destroyed 
30,000 persons, or more than half the population. 

- Sandwip. — Idand off the coast of hfoakhali District, Eastern 
Bengal and Aasam, lying hetTreen 22® 23' and 22® 37' N., and 
91® 21' and 91° 33' E., and prohably formed by the deposit of 
mlt from the ilegbnk. The area it 258 square miles, and the 
popnlation in 1901 waa 116,127, oontainofl in 69 Tillages. 

Tho island has an interesting history. Coesaro Fredorici, the 
Vondtinn traTelloi*, writing in 1666, desoribed it aa deasefy 
populated and wdl oultivated ; ho added that 2t>0 ships wore laden 
yearly with salt, and that auoh nas the abundonoe of materiala 
for ship-building that tho SuKan of Constantinople found it 
ohoapor to have his vessels biUt hero than at Alexandria. In 
1G09 the island was captured' from the Muhannundans by a 
number of Forlugueso who had been expelled from the employ of 
tlio liftpi of Arakan. Headed by one Gonzales, tbo-se uirntca 
established themselves in force on tho frlnud imd aeized Shahbazput 
and Pafolbnnga, with an army of 1,000 Portuguese, 2,(i00‘8epoy8 
and 200 oavalry, and a na^•y of 80 armed vessels. In 1010 they 
allied themselves with tho E&jft of Arakan in nn attempt to invade 
Bengal, but niter some sueoesses tlicy were routed by tho Mughal 
troops. In 1616 an altaok upon Arnkim was made by' GonzalD.s 
with tho help of Porlnguese troops bom Goa, but this foiled, and 
in tho following yo!>r tho Bnjft of ^brnlcan inMided Sandwip, 
dofeated Gonzales and took pnFsoa<don of the island. For (ho no.xt 
6o years Sandwip was n nest of Portuguoso and Arakaneso pirates 
who devastated flbo neighbouring coasts of Bengal, but in ICM tho 
Nawfib Shnista IGiftn detennined to put an end to tlicir dopredn- 
tions. By dmt of promises and cajolery ho induced tlto Porlugueso 
to desert to his sido, and used them in nn iitfaok u^Kin Sandwip in 
1CG5 which was entirely sacoesstul. Tho island, however, long 
romaiued an AlsaUn for all tho bad ohametera of Easlom Bongiu, 
and its administration was a oonstant cause of troublo in tho early 
l^ara of British rulo, Tho last pirato of note was Dilal llSjn. 
Ho is romomhored lor his attempts to produoo a high physical typo 
among tho islandors by oompolliug mombors of diffcront castes to 
intormniTv, Tho result has been a confusion of castes upon the 
iahmd, which has given it a sinister reputation on the mainland. 
U^ntil 1822 Sandwip formed part of tho CUttagong District, but 
in that year it w’us made over to tho nowly formed Dlsfriot of 
Nofikhilli. A Bub-doputy magistrato-oollootor and a munsif ato 
stationed there. 

From its low-lynng poation Sandwip is poouliariy o:^osod to 
inundation from stonn-w'avos, and it Buffered sever^' m loss of 
Trie nnd property by tho oyolonea of 18D4 and 1870. The number 
of dei^B oaused by tho latter was estimated at 40,000 or nearly 
half the popnlation, and its effects were aggravnted by a terrible 
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epidemio of choldra trhich immediatelj followed. Since this disaster 
the population has rapidly increased, as it was returned at^dnly 
72,467 in 1881 ; the density is now 446 persons per square milo. 

Eatnhdia. — ^Island off the coast of the Chittagong District, 
Eastern Bengal and Assam, situated between 21° 43' and 21° 55' N., 
and 91° 49' and, 91°, 54' E., witii an area ,of 35 square mile?. 
Population (1901) 10,693. ,He island is protected by a ring.of 
emoankments oonstruoted and maintained by GloTernment,^,bat 
these were breached in the oyolone of 1897, which caused great 
havoo. Almost the whole of the island is a OnYemment zyo^&ri 
estate.. There is a light>house on the west coast.^ . 

]yraiskhal>— Island off the coast of the Chittagong District, 
Eastern Bengal and Assam, situated between 21° 29' and 21° 45' N,, 
and 91° 50° and 91° 58' E., with an area of 102 square miles. 
Population (1901) , 24,228. Through the oentre and along the 
east coast-line rises a range of low hills 800 feet high ,* the west 
and north are fringed by mangrove jungle and are of the same 
character as the Snndarhons. Among the hills is built the shrine 
of Adinath, wHoh atlraots pilgrims from all parts of the Distnot. 
The greater portion of the ismnd belongs to a permanently settled 
estate. . • »

Jamnna (1).— Biver of Eastern Bengal and Assam, piobably 
representing one of the old channels of the Tibta- It rises xn 
DinSjpur District, not far from the boundary of Bangpur (25° 3b' 
N. and 88° 64' B.), and, flowing due south along the border of 
Bogra, finally falls into the Atiai, itself a Iributmy of the Ganges, 
near the village of Bhawfinipur in bfijshahi District (24° 38' N. 
and 8S° 57' E.), after a course oi 89 railes. In the lower part of 
its course it is navigated all the year round by onuntry boats^ of 
considerable burthen but higher up it is only navigable during 
the rainy season The ohiet liver marts on the banks of the 
JamunS are Phulhari and Biramppr in Dinajpnr District, and 
HxLLi.in Bogra, just be) ond the Dinajpur boundary. 

Ichamati (1). — Biver of Pabna District, Eastern Bepgd and 
Assam, which is mentioned in Martin’s Eastern India in the 
description of Dinajpur. It is now fed by the Ganges, from 
whi^ it is given off about 7 miles south-east of Pabna town, 
in 23" 56' N. and 89° 20', B. After passing Pabna, it flows 
through the District by a tortuous route, and joins the Hurasagar 
a short distance below the confluence of that rivet with the Bmal. 
During the rains it is a wide and beautiful stream, but for eight 
. months in the year it is little more than a dry sandy bed. 
shewn in the maps of Major Rennell it.woulrl appear at one time 
to have lieen connected with the Karatoj^^

Brahmapntra — (To bo reproduced from tlio Assam "Vol it. B), 

Jamuna (3) (or Janai). — Nnmo given to tho lover scciioa 
of tbo BHAiiMAruTRA, in Eastern Bongal and Assam, from its 
entrance into Bengal in 26“ 24' N. and 89*' 41' E. to its 
confluence witli tbo Ganges in 23° 60* N. and 89“ 45' E. Its 
course is almost duo north and south, extending approximatelj 
over a length of 121 miles. This channel is of oomporativoly 
recent formation. ‘When Major Honnoll compiled his mop of ' 
Bengal, towarda the close of tho 18lh century, the main stream 
of the Brahmaputra floved in a south-easterly direction across' 
the District of Mymonsingh, past tho civil station of Mosira- 
bud, to join tho Mcghu& just bclov Bhoirab Bazar. Some 30' 
years later, at tho time of Doctor Buchanan Uamiltou’s survey, 
this channel had already become of secondary importance, and 
at tho present time, though it still bears the name of Brah- 
maputro, it ha>» dwindled to n mere voter-course, only navigoblo 
during the rainy season Tho Jomuna is now tho main sti^ni, 
and it extends from near GhorAmni-a in Bangpur Distriet to 
the river mart of GoALuxno inFaridpur, situated at tlio jimction 
with tho main stream of the Gouges. Along the loft or east 
bank strotohos tho District of Mymonsingh, and on the right or 
■west bank lie Bangpur, Bogra, and P&bna, all in tho Bfijshfihi 
Division. Although a modem creation, tho JamunS thus scnjcs 
as an important ndministrativo boundary. Inthopoition of its 
oouno -whioh fringes Bogra Di.'drict, it is locolly known ns tho 
Daokobjl or Hatohol-cut, perhaps to distinguish it from JnmunS 
(1) in that Uisteict. It runs through a low-lying country, 
formed out of its own loose alluvial sands, whioh afford the 
most favourablo soil for juto oultivafion. At some points its 
channel swells in the ndny scacon to a breadth of 4 or 6 miles 
broken by frequent cAara or sandbanks, which form, nro washed 
away, and re-form year after year, according to tho varying 
incidence of tbo current. The ohiof river mart on the Jamun& 
is SiRAjGAKJ in Piibna District. Tlio Jamun& is na'rignblo 
throughout its entire length, at all seasons of tho j'oar, b 3 ' native 
craft of the largest burthen, and also by the river stoamors that 
ply to Assam. 

Torsa. — Biver of Eastern Bengal and Assam. It rises in 
27“ 49' N, and 89° 11' E., below tbo Tong pass which divides 
tho Ohumbi valley from the Tibet up-londs. After flowing 
under tho name of tlio Amo-chu in a southerly and^ sonth- 
eastorly diroetion through tho , Ohumbi valley for CO miles and 
through Bhutan, it outers Eastern Bengal in tho Jalpaiguri 
Distriot, whenco it passes into Cootdi Bchfir. In this State'- 
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th(» Tors& Ijifurratc^; tho'weMt'm lirancb, callitl the Dlwrlft, h 
jcbed by the Jftldli&kji, to which it pive^ its name, and cveuttmlly 
fnlU into the IJmhmnpntri in 2.V -10' N., nndf*?)*-!!’ 13., after 
n c<iun>«; of 2-l'i milt-s fp'tn its rource. Th*: o-iftem br.>nch 
join* the KAij‘!"ni, whicli in it* turn flows into tho ItnidAh; this 
sab'eauently meet* the 0«n|;.Vlhnr, nnd the united rivfr fall* 
into the Bnlnntj.atra by two mouth*, the soulheni one being- 
hnown n« the l.>udhkuinSr and the northern one ns the tiinihos. 
The culler of the Anio.chtt throsigh JlhtitAn is tioa* butng 
examined with n view to the TOa*tnirtion of n road to connect 
the Chuiah: valley din-etly with th« I'laius. 

Tistn. — fTo h.‘ printed from tha ilcngul Bookh t). 

Knratoyh. — An old river of Kfi-lem Bengal and Af-sasn, 
which rij'-s in tho Baikuntpur jungle in the extreme north>wost 
of tho JhlpnigurJ District in 20* 61' X. and 81' 2-1' 13 , and tnoan- 
ders throapli Bangpur, until, after n cour?o of 214 mile*, it 
joins tho UalhftliA, m the south of tho Bogm District, in 21* IIS' N. 
nnd fO' 2.'>' E. The united irtreain is known as tin* rJiuuiiUR, 
and it eroatnally finds its way into tho JASiCNAfS). Tho 
ILsrfttoyfi boru in ancient limes, as we learn from the I’urfinca, 
a high character for sanctity, nnd its mermnid gotldoss, wlioso 
image has Irton found among tho ruins of Mamastiian, wm 
widely worrhippe-d, nnd this place in ovon now a favourito 
place of pilgrimage, Tho river is mentioned in the Joj/inf Tantra 
e.s the weslera boundary of the ancient kingdom of JCSninriipa, 
which it repoMted from I’undm or Pnnndravnrdhann, tho country 
of the Pods, whose capital was at MahkrihAn. It was along its 
right Innl: that Mnhnmmn/l.j-Bnkhlyfir Khitji, tho htuham* 
madan conqueror of Bengal, marched upon his iiUfatcd invasion 
of Tibet in 120.^, and in tho narrative of that cxpoflilion tho 
KamtoyA Ls dcecrihed as being thrw timw tho width of tho 
Ganges. It was no doubt fJio great river crn**t'd by lliuon 
Tfinng on hia way to KAmarupn in the soventh centuty, and by 
Al5*ud.dio llumin on his invasion of thosamo country in 1498. 

Tho topography of tho river ia attended avith numerous 
difliniltica; chnngra of name arc frequent, and its most recent lied, 
which ultimnlely joins the Atrai some thirty inile.s oast of P&hua, 
i.s Jmown indifferently ns tho Burhl (old) Tista nnd thoKarto 
or Knratoyfi. It nppenra that nt (ho end of liio 18th century, 
when tho Oanoks nnaOio Bkaiimapwtiia wcroBfill 100 niilea apart, 
tho Tista united with tho other IltmAlaynn streams fo form onu 
great river. Tlio olovnted tract of stiff clay known na llio llAniNi), 
svhloli spreads over a considerablo pari of tho inodoni Distriota of 
nfijshAhi, IJinAjpur, JtAlda and Bogra, formisl an ohslaclo wliioli 
could not Iw po easily piorced nn tho moro recent alluvium round 
it, and the outlet of tho lliroftlaynn Btrciims svoa thus diverted to 
ono side or tho other, Somotimus when tho trend of tho riruro woo 
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eastwards, they flow^ down the ohannol of the Karatoyt, which 
is shewn in Van Den Broucke's map of Bengal (oirea 1660). as 
(lowing into the Ganges, and was, in fact, before, the destmotire 
floo^ of 1787, the main stream which brought down to the (Jonges 
the great eolumnof Tista water. South of tho FadmS there is 
now no trace of any river bearing this name, and, since the 
main stream of the Ttsta broke away to the east in 1787, tho 
KaratoyS has gradually silted up, and it is at tho present day 
a river of minor importanoo, little used for navigation. 

Phnljlinr,— River of Eastern Bengal and Assam, formed by 
Ihcf union of tho Ifaratoyfi and HnlhaliS in the Bogra District in 
24® 88' N. and 89® 29' E. It is subsequently joined the 
Hurisugar, an offshoot of the JASfU.v.s (.'t), and the united etream, 
after being fuilhor nugmeutod by tho IciiAstAri (1) and Baral 
near Bora in tho BAbna District, flows into tho JnmunS (3). 

Iflcghna.— Tho great estuary of tho Bengal delta, which 
conveys to tho sea liio main volnmo of the waters of both the 
Ganoes and tho BiiAiitrAruTKA, and thus forms the outlet for the 
drainage of half India. Tho namo is properly applied Only to 
the ohannol of tho old Brahmaputra, from Bhairab Bazar down- 
wards, after it has recoivod tho Surma or Bsrfik from Sylhet. in 
24® 2’ N. and t0° 69' E.; hut some maps mark tho liead- waters of 
the Moghnu oe a small stream mwndoring through tho centre of 
tho Mymensingh District, and joiuiiig the Brahmaputra near 
Bhairab I'nzar. At tho present time ti>o main streams of tho 
Brahmaputra or Jamvna, and of tho Ganges, unifoat Ooalundo 
in Eastern Bengal, and, under the name of tlio Padma, enter the 
estuary of the Moglinft opposite Chfindpur. The Mcglma moper 
runs almost duo south, and forms the boundary between tho Dacca 
Division to iho west and tho Chittagong Dbision. It nowhoro 
flows holwoon clnatly defined banks; and it enters the sea in 
22° 26' N. and 91° 10' E., after a oonrso of 161 miles, by 4 
prinoipal mouths, onolosiug the islands of Dakuik SuAiiRAEruK, 
Hatia, end Samwip. 

Tho goneml charootrristics of tho Moghnft nro evorywhere tlm 
same— a mighty < oiling flood of great depth and velocity, sometimes 
split up into half a dozen channols by sandbanks of its own 
formation, snmolimcs spreading ont into a wide expanso of walsr 
which tl )0 oyo cannot seo ao^o^B. It is navigable by native boats 
of tho largest bnrthon, end also bj' river steamers all .the year 
round; but navigation is dillioult and somotimos dangerous. At 
low tido Iho hod is obstruotod by shifting sandbanks and by snags, 
and when tho tide is high or tho river is' in flood, and ospeoinlly 
whon tho monsoon is blowing, tho surface often beoomos too 
boisterous for hoavy-lfidon river oratt to rido in Kifety, The most 
favourable season for navigation is between November and Eoh- 
ruory; hut even in those months tho native boatman fears • to 
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continue hi# ^;gJ|•ngt‘ after nightfalj. Alluvion nnd dilutton arc 
lonstautlj^ taking plaiS!, c-pecially along the s'nhoird, whnro tlio 
antagoni'lic forces ol river and oci>nn nto ever eugngeJ in tlio 
prottp of Isind-innking. In No&kliftli Uijtriol tho nminland is 
fleadily edvoneing leaward# ; while the islandi fringing tho mouth 
rre atuiimll}* being cut away and n'-deposited in fro.di riiapoi. 
For rome years past tlir Meglina lias shown a tendency to aliifi 
it< main chutmcl gradually tovrnrils tho west. 

The tidal phenomena of Uio Meghnft fiirinsp those of an v other 
Indian river. Tho regular ri'o of the tide j< from 10 to IS feet ; 
and at rpring-tidcs, the tva nishts up in a single wave, known as 
the '‘hojre.’’ On the Mt-phn& tho boro it no mere spectacle for 
admiration, hut a ju*lly dreaded danger to boatmen. It may bo 
witnofac-d in it# preatOEl dcv«-lo|.meiit at the timo of tho equinoxc.«, 
when navignlton is cometimes impeded for days together, especially 
when the wind blows front Iho sonth. U-aore aintliing ran ho 
.»eon, a nui.c Hko IbundcT is heard erawarJs in the far distance. 
Then tho tidal wave is suddenly bcliold, adraneing iil:o n wall 
topped with f >am, of the licighl of nearly 2'f feet and nioWng at 
iho mto of 13 mile* an hour. In a few minutes all is over, and 
Iho brimming river baa at once changed from cbh to flood tide. 

A if ill ^catcr danger than tho ben is tho rtonn-wave, 
whieh ccca-rionnlly sweeps up tho Jteglinii in tho woko of 
cyclones. Tljc«e storm-waves also nro most liable to occur ot the 
hrenk of the moinoous in Jfny and October. In tlie cyclone of 
3tay l.'>67 the island of IJatia was entirely submerged by a 
wave wdiicli is c^timnl<-d to have rinehed a height of 40 feet, 
llijf tho greatest of these diFn‘-ter8 within tho memory of man 
owirrcd on tho night of 31sl October 1870. 'J’ownrds evening 
of that day (ho wind hod gradually riton till it blow a galo. 
Suddenly, at about midiiigbt in eomo places, and nc.arer dawn iti 
otliers, tho roar of the boro was beard drowning tlio noises of 
the sUirm. Two nnd three wave-i camo on in enceossion, flooding 
in one moment the entire country, and oivcoping boforo them 
every' living tliiog that wan not lucky onoiigh to roach a point 
of vantage. Tho destruction of human lifo on timt mcmornblo 
night is credibly o-stimated at 100,000 eoiils in tho main land 
portion of NoftkliSli District nnd on tlio isInndR of Snndwjp and 
ildliii, or about 10 per cent, of tlio total population of IIicbo 
plaees Afl usually happens in siioh cases, tho mortality 
subrequently caused by eliolora nnd a train of dependent 
diseases equalled (lint duo diroclly to drowning. [A full ncoomit 
of tliis ealnmity trill bo found in tho Jtfport on the Vizngapatam 
aud JJackfrgiingc cgrlonfs, 1870]. 

IcTtfimati (3).— Iliver of Dacca District, Enslom Bengal and 
Asoam. It (Iowa through tho south of tho Diblriot, ontoring.tho 
Mcghni neor Munsliiganj. This ovon within hislorical times 
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was a largo strcain, and has no loss than 5 sacred g^dti 

on its banks, at which tho bathing ceremony tak» place at the- 
fuU moon in tho month of Kftrtik, when a similar ceremony is 
performed on tho iCarotoy&. This loh&mati cooms to have been 
at one period, like the IchhmaU (2) of Nadih and Jessoro, a oanti> 
nuntion of tho North Bengal lohilmati (1), from which it was 
out olf by tho Dhaleswnri. {Tor a diBcussioh of the history of 
this river, see paragraph 22, Iteport on the System of Agrieulluiv 
and Agricultural StatMics of the Dacca Dislriet, by A. 0. Sen. 
189 ^. 

lonny (vornaoular Pheni). — ^Rivor of Eastern Bengal and 
Assam. Rising in 23* 20' N. and 91* 47' E., in Hill Tippera, it 
flows south-west, marking the'boundaiy between TTill Tippera and 
the Oliittagong Hill Tracts, which it loaves at Rsmghar. 'Thonoe 
it flows west and south dividing Chittagong from Nookh&li on tho 
north, and ultimately falls into tho Sandwip ohonnel, an arm of 
tho Bay of Bengal, in 22“ 60' N. and 01“ 27' E., niter a course 
of 72 miles, During its course through tho hills it is of little use 
for navigation, as the banks ore abrupt and covert with hoary 
grass jungle and bamboo coppices. Tho Fonny js of considerable 
depth during tho rams, hut is rendered dangerous by rapid ourrents, ■ 
whirling eddies and sharp turns; it is navigable by large boats 
throughout tho year for a distance of 30 miles. It is joined 
on tho right bank by the hluhari river, and the Little Fenny, 
which flows olraost Sireet south from its source in Hill Tippera, 
falls into tho Bay oloso to its month. 

Eamapliuli.-— Rivor of Eastom Bengal and Assam. It lises 
in a lofty range of hills beyond tho border of the Chittagong HiU 
'i'raots, in 2a“ 63' N. and 92® 27' E., and, after following a 
generally south-westerly <t)UTB 0 of 121 miles, foils into tho Boy of 
Bengal in 22“ 12' N. ond fil“ 47' E., 12 miles below tho tonm and 
port of Chittagong, which is situated on its right bank As far up ' 
as Chittagong it is navigable by soo-going tobsoIs, and by shnllow i 
draught stoamors as tar as Rakosuati, tno head-quarters of the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts. Laigo native boats go up as for as 
EasMong, while small craft ply 14 miles further up to tho Barkal 
rapids. In tho Hill Tracts it is known as the Eynsa Khjroung. 
The chief trlbutarioa are tho Easalang, Cbiugri, E&plai and 
Ronlchiang rivers in tho Hill Tracts, and the Halda in Chittagcog 
District; the latter empties itself into the main river from tho north, 
ond is navigable by native boats for 24 throughout th» year. 
Besides those already moutionoi), tho priuoipal river-side villages 
ore Chaudraghona and llnngonia and 0ni'rTXGO>iG. The river is 
largely used for floating cotton and forest produce from the Hill 
Trnots to Chittagong. 'The npproochos to tlie month are lit by 
lighthouses at. Kutubdifi aud Norman's Point, and the channels 
are buoyed by the Port Commissioners of Ohittogong, 
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■ Sangtt. — River of Etistcm RengM and A mriii. Rinng in ffie 
rango of lulls 'n'liich divides Aniknu ficnt tlie Cliiltagong Hill 
Tmets, in 21'^ 13' N. and 92® 37' E., il piirsurs n generally 
oortherly courso over n rocky bed to BANDAnitAK, from -n'liicli 
rfaco it takes a tortuous westerly direction tbimigh Obittngong 
District, and finally empties itself into tbo Bay of Bengol, in 22®6' 
N. and 91® 51' E., nttcr a oouisoof 168 miles. The Sangu is 
tidal os far os B&ndurban, where its bed is sandy. Though shallow 
in ordinary times, during the rains this river becomes deep, 
dangerous and rapid. In its upper reaches it is called by tbo 
hillmon the Rigray Ehyoung and lower down tbo Sab&k 
Hi 3 'Oung. It is narigablo* by largo cargo boats for a distance of 
30 miles throughout tbo year. !i'ho principal tributaries are fho 
Dolu and Clifindkh&li, and tho chief river-side village is 
Bandarlmn. 

Mfitfirnnhari.— Eivoj of Eastern Bengal and Assam. Rising 
hi tho range of mountains dividing Amiran from Chittagong, in 
21® 14' N. and 92* 36' E., it flows north-west through the Ohitfa- 
gong Hill Tracts, and, turning westward ns it leaves the hills, 
forms a broad della as it pours into the Bay of Bengal, in 21® 45' 
N. and 91° 67' E., after a courso of 96 miles. It ivna up tho 
months of (his delta that fho storm-mivo of Oclolwr 1897 rushed 
with such tremendous violciico, destroying every living creaturo 
within its range. Tho delta is of Sundarban rhuractor, consisting 
of groups of islola intersected bv a network of tidal creeks, and 
covered by mangrove jungle. This is rapidly being cleared ; tho 
lands aro Doing emhanked to exeindo tbo salt water, and tho creeks 
are silting up, and rich crop.s of rico oro grown with but scanty 
tiUago on theso virgin soils built up by river silt. Tho principal 
place on its hanks is ChakiriS, a good' sized viUogo whuro thoro 
IS a polico-stalion.

B&ren^. — Ancient namo given to tho part of Enstorn 
Bengal lying bohveon Uio Mahtoanda and EarotoyA rivers, and 
corresponding with Iho old kingdom of r«Ni»iA, and with 
tho'wcslcm portion of iho modern R&jshAhi Division. Tho namo 
is said to have been conferred by king Ball&l Son in the eleventh 
century, and it still survives^ in the Bakikd, an elevated tract on 
tho confines of iho Din&jpur, M&lda, Rajsh&bi and Bogra 
Districts. 

Pragjyotisha.— Suhsoqucntlpr called EAmarum, the name of an 
ancient kingdom which at tho limo of tho Mahfihhftrata comprisod 
Assam and a great part of North and East Bengal. Il Blrotohcd 
wcstw’ards as far as tho EaratoyA river, and included a portion 
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of the Uan^pur Dietrici. It ms ruled by a succession of princes 
of Mongoloid stock. 

PDnora.~Anoienfc kingdom in Eastern Bengal, which, accord- 
ing to Onnningham, has given its name to the rftbna Dietriot. It 
was bounded on tho north-east by Pragjyotisha or Kfimnrflpa, on 
iho west by tho MahdnandtL river, on tho east by tho Karatoy&, 
and on the south by tbo kingdom oi Bo^a ; and it comprised parts 
of the modem Distriots of Ban^ur, Dinajpur, Purnea, Malda, 
BSjsb&bi, Bogra and Pdbna. The oapitei may have been at 
Matiasthan or at Pakoua. This kingdom was in existence in 
the third century B. 0., and Asoka’s mother found shelter there 
in the guiso of a Buddhist monk. It was still donrishing in 
the seventh century, when Hiuen Tsiang travelled in India, and it 
is mentioned as a powerful kingdom in the eighth centnry, and 
as a placo of pilgrimage in the eleventh centniy. King Ballfil 
Sen gave it the name of B&rendra, and it is the traditioi^ home 
of the Pod caste.
